WASHINGTON, Feb.

Opponents of the administration 
neutrality bill drew much encour- 
agement today from John Bassett 
Moore's attack on It as "a curi- 
ous blend of homicidal with sui- 
cidal mania." 


The caustic opinion of tho for- 


mer court'member, expressed dur- 
ing a secret senate hearing and 
published today, spurred the ef- 
fort to alter the bill drastically 
or scrap it entirely pending leis- 
urely rewriting. 


Some legislators believed that 
no new legislation could be en- 
acted' before the present tempora- 
ry law expires 'Feb. 29.' There has 
been talk of extending the present 
law to give time for further study, 
but administration forces insist 
some new measure will pass. 
Senator Johnson 
(R-Cal), who 


is leading the fight against the 
new bill made public the testimony 
of Moore, whom Johnson describ- 
ed as "the greatest living author- 
ity on international law." The sen- 
ate' foreign r relations committee, 
before whom Moore testified,' had 
enjoined secrecy, but Johnson felt 
it should be made public. 


In 10,000 words, Moore raked 


the bill, which would continue the 
present 
mandatory embargo on 


arms and munitions shipments to 
belligerents, but give the presi-. 
det discretion in limiting certain 
other exports to peace-time lev- 
els. 


"The homicidal mania," Moore 
said, "glares In the proposal to 
try to starve other peoples who 
engage in war; the suicidal mania 
gleams in the proposal to demor- 
alize and destroy our commerce 
in order that peoples at war may 
not be nourished by what we pro- 
duce." 


Especialy vehement was his at- 


tack on the section giving the 
president discretion to curb the 
shipment of such war materials 
as steel, oil and cotton. 
"This obviously would put us 


fully into any war to • which it 
was applied," he said.

long delayed ruling on TVA. The 
court handed down numerous oth- 
er decisions, including one making 
the kidnaping of an officer to 
avoid arrest a violation of the 
Lindbergh law. 


Even as the president's repeal 
message was en route to Capitol 
Hill, the senate voted 5296,185,000 
to pay farm benefits under old 
AAA contracts.

KIDNAPING OFFICER 
IS HELD VIOLATION 
OF LWERGH LAW 


SUPREME COURT RULES IN 
CASE OF ARTHUR GOOCH IN 


PARIS, TEXAS, CASE 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3. 


-The supreme court rul- 


ed today that kidnaping of 
an officer to avoid arrest 
constitutes a violation of the 
Lindbergh kidnaping law. 


The ruling was on an ap- 


peal by Arthur Gooch, sen- 
tenced to die for assisting in kid- 
naping two police officers at Par- 
is, Texas, and transporting them 
into Oklahoma. 


The unanimous opinion, deliver- 


ed by Justice McReynolds, was 
the first the high tribunal has 
handed 
down 
concerning 
the 


Lindbergh law. 


Gooch appealed his conviction 


to the tenth circuit court at Den- 
ver. 
That 
tribunal asked 
the 


supreme court 
for 
instructions, 


presenting two questions: 


"la holding an officer to avoid 


arrest within the meaning of the 
phrase 'held for ransom or re- 
ward or otherwise, in the act? 
"Is it an offense to kidnap and 


transport a person in interstate 
commerce for the purpose of pre- 
venting the arrest of the kidnap- 
er?" 
Answers will be sent to the cir- 


cuit court for appropriate action. 


The 
law was 
enacted 
three 


months after the kidnaping of the 
Lindbergh baby in 1D32. It was 
strengthened in 1934 by the words

Bankhead compulsory cot" 
ton control act, the Kerr- 
Smith act, and the potato 
act of 1935. 


In a message to congress, the 


president said "this recommenda- 
tion is made because of the termi- 
nation of the program of agri- 
cultural production 
adjustment" 
to which "the three acts mention- 
ed wore auxiliary." 


His terse message came as a 


surprise to Capitol Hill; 
"To the Congress; 
"I recommend to the congress 


the prompt repeal of the act ot 
April 21, 1034, as amended, known 
as the 'Bankhead cotton act'; of 
tho act of June 28, 1934, as amend- 
ed, known as the 'Kerr-Smilh to- 
bacco act'; and of title two of the 
act of August 24, 1035, known' as 
tho 'potato act of 1935.' 
"This recommendation Is mads 
because of the termination of the 
program of agricultural product- 
ion adjustment under tho act of 
May 12, 1933, as amended, known 
as tho 'Agricultural Adjustment 
Act,' to which the three acts 
mentioned were auxiliary." • 
Tho AAA was declared uncon- 


stitutional by the supreme court.

Tho administration now is seek->

The opinion, by Assistant Jon J. 


Alsup, held that "trfxcs constitute 
a lien against the property and 
not against the individual."

decisions.

by contract," Alsup rilled, "as no 
contract exists between the state 
and the party concerned but on 
the contrary (saxes are levied with- 
out the consent of the party con- 
cerned." 


Alsup advised Cobb that "owing 


of delinquent taxes to tho state

would not In any wise affect his 
status as such officer or the pay- 
ment of his salary and that war- 
rants should bo issued to all coun- 
ty officials whether they owe de- 
linquent taxes or not." 


Alsup said tho same principles 


of law applied to others entitled 
to payments from officers salary 
funds- 
Validity of payments to 
grocers for supplies used by u 
sheriff 
in feeding prisoners had 
been questioned in other coun- 
ties because of tax delinquency by 
the grocers. 


The tax delinquency, Alsup said 


the opinion held, did not con- 
stitute an 
indebtedness 
which 


would prohibit issuance of war- 
rants to the grocers entitled to 
payments from tho funds.

The act provides for an addi- 
ional credit for the purpose of the 
ormal tax of an earned Income 
redit, that is, 10 percent of the 
mount of the earned net income 
ut not in excess of 10 percent of 
he amount of the net income. The 
lersonal exemption-and credit for 
lependents arefalso allowable as 
redi.ts against the net Income for 
he purpose of the surtax, the re- 
ulting net income being designat- 
d "surtax net income." The sur- 
ax is imposed on surtax net in- 
ome In excess of $4,000. The rates 
ncrease In accordance with the 
.mount of Surtax net Income in- 
luded in varying so-called surtax 
'rackets. On a surtax net Income 
>f $4,000 or less there is no surtax. 
On a; surtax net inoOme in excess 


f $4,000 and not in excess of 3,000, 
he rate is 4 percent of such ex- 
ess. The surtax upon a surtax net 
ncome of $6,000 is $80 and upon a 
urtax net income in excess of 
6,000 and not in excess of $8,000 
he rate is 5 percent of such ex- 
:ess in addition to the $80 or a 
urtax of $180 upon a surtax net 
ncome of $8,000. The surtax on a 
urtax net income of $1,000,000 is 
533,000,'and upon a surtax net in- 
:ome in excess of $1,000,000, 59 per 
:ent, the maximum rate, Is appli- 
:able to such excess. In addition to 
he $533,000. Many taxpayers make 
he error of applying the maximum 
•ate /instead of the rate provided 
or in the bracket in which their 
urtax net income is Included.

WASHINGTON— (fl>)— Employers 


of eight or more persons became 
liable January 1 this year for a one 
per cent tax on their ' payrolls to 
support the unemployment com- 
pensation plan under the social se- 
curity act. 


Next January 1 they will be liable 


for a second payroll tax of one per 
cent to support the old-age benefit 
plan under the same 'new law.

And that agency 
must be named and its rules ap- 
proved by the social security board 
before the unemployed people of 
the state may draw benefits. 


Even though the state passes no 
such laws, and 
its 
unemployed 


draw no benefits, the employers 
will be liable for the tax, 90 per 
cent of which may 
be credited 
against a state unemployment tax, 
when there is one. 


Both funds will be kept in the 


United States treasury and invest- 
ed by it. ' 


Employers will be assisted in 


building up the old age benefit 
fund by their employes who will be 
taxed an equal amount on their 
wages. In some states, the work- 
ers will be taxed for the unem- 
ployment fund. 


There are certain classes of work- 


ers for whom no taxes need .be 
paid. No unemployment tax need 
be paid for a person working for a 
son, daughter, or spouse, nor for a 
child under 21 years of age work- 
ing for a parent. 
No old age benefit tax need be 
paid for an employe 65 years or old- 
er, nor on that part of an employe's 
salary which exceeds $3,000 a year. 
Certain classes of workers are ex- 
empt from both taxes, such as agri- 
cultural workers and servants. 
State La-vs May Vary 
Unemployment laws are expected 


to vary some in the different states, 
since the"federal.-law leaves most 
of the details to state legislatures 
insuring only a'reasonable uniform- 
ity on the major conditions. 


All' will necessarily require rec- 
ords 
of 
employes; their names, 


hours and wages. 
It is expected that the two "work- 


ers' provisions" of the security ajct 
will form an economic back-log for 
millions of workers; a first line of 
defense against the '-azards of a 
working life.

The National wealth of 


the United States in 1929, 
as estimated by the Nation- 
al 
Industrial 
Conference 


Board—an independent re- 
search organization of high 
repute—was $361,000,000,- 
000.In 1932, the lowest year 
of the depression, the'same 
authority says it 
fell 
to 


. $247,000,000,000. 


The difference is .$114,- 


000,000,000. That much was 
lost in the market value of 
the country in those three 
years of economic sliding 
down hill. 


We have 
climbed back 


quite a distance from the 
1932 level. A rought guess 
would be perhaps one-third 
to one-half of the way back 
to 1929. If so, we have re- 
gained about $40,000,000,- 
000 of value. 
• What of it? Well, most 
of us are thinking nowadays 
about our large and rapid- 
•]y growing national debt. 
It is now about $32,000,000,- 
000, still rising, and will 
soon 
be $35,000,000,000. 


Before we are out of the de- 
pression it may reach a to- 
tal of $40,000,000,000. Let 
us assume that is the pros- 
pect, although some of it 
will 
represent 
repayable 


loans and investments. 
••'.What 
then? 
Anything 


you like to do with the fig- 
ures. Here is one thing an 
optimistic person may do. 
The increase in our govern- 
ment debt from 1929 to its 
ultimate top—which may be 
reached two or three years 
hence—would be $23,000,- 
000,000. That means the de- 
pression cost to Uncle Sam. 
If our national wealth rises 
•then to its pre-depressicu 
level, which may be a fair 
guess, the gain in national 
resources 
measured 
from 


the bottom of the depres- 
sion will be five times as 
much as this increase in the 
national debt.

A social statistician nam- 


ed Howard Whipple Green 
explains it. He applies his 
reasoning method to a city 
where more .people 
are 


working than at any time 
since 1930, yet there are to- 
day by actual count about 
40,000 
more unemployed 


than there were in '1930. 
The 
explanation 
is that 


there are more workers per 
family than there used to 
be. 


Take a normal 
family 


where there was one gain- 
ful worker, namely father. 
He loses his job and so gets 
into trhe "unemployed" list. 
Because he has -no work, 
mother starts' looking for a 
job. Then maybe a grown 
boy or girl, or both togeth- 
er, turn in their names • to 
employment agencies. Thus 
there will be two to four 
people in that family "sta- 
tisticly" unemployed, and so 
rated in the estimates. It 
would be an 
exceptional 


family, but the tendency is 
evident. It makes a big dif- 
ference 
both 
statistically 


and socially. No wonder the 
home is not what it used to 
be.

warm his hands over a piece of burning paper and set 
fire to a drum of gasoline.

Two of the 22 convicts in the, truck were snatched 


from the blazing inferno by two white guards, but phy- 
sicians said they probably would die of burns. 


The guards- H. M. Middlebrook of Montgomery and 


C. B. Wasson of Danville, suffered burns

'truck arid rolling them in the snow to extinguish their 
blazing clothing.

Considerably more than three 
Quarters of a million dollars will 
be paid an estimated 1,300 Navar- 
ro county ex-service men on July 
1, as a. result of the passage of 
the soldiers' bonus bill over Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's veto at recent 
sessions of the. house and senate, 
according to H. G. Gorrod, com- 
mander of the 
Johnson-Wiggins 
Post No- 22, American Legion. 
"We have figures to show that 
the average amount of the adjust- 
ed service certificate is $625, and 
that multiplied by 1|300 ex-service 
men in the county will total J812,- 
500. 
We believe that at least 90 
per cent of the ex-service men in 
Navarro county will make appli- 
cation In the next few days for 
their bonds, and cash them upon 
their receipt, about July 1," Post 
Commander Gorrod pointed out. - 


"The 1812,500 less 10 per cent 
will result in $804,375 in cash be- 
ing turned loose in 
commercial 
channels of Corsicana and Navar- 
ro county in the middle of the 
summer," the Post 
commander 


pointed out. 
The Johnson-Wiggins Post No. 


22, American Legion, will open its 
club room in the. courthouse at 1 
o'clock Sunday, and have mem- 
bers present to assist ex-service 
men to fill out their applications.

WORK IN SUB-ZERO COLD

SUNBURY, Pa., Jan. 31. 


—(IP)—Three dead and 31 
injured were counted today 
as railroad crews and vol- 
unteers, .working in sub- 
zero weather, took the last 
of the casualties from the 
wreckage of the Beading 
Company's express train which 
plunged 80 feet from a Sudque- 
tianna river bridge.- 


The company 
had announced 
that a fourth'person, an unidenti- 
fied Bucknell University student, 
was killed. He was accounted for 
later among the injured, the com- 
pany aald. 


Speeding through the night on 


Its run from WUHamsport to New 
York, the express "Willlamsport- 
er" hurtled from the north end 
of the span last midnight, down 
to the bed of an abandoned ca- 
nal, not many feet from the Sus- 
quehana, itself. 


The known dead were: 
Dr. GUY ROTHFUSS, 32, of 


WiUlamsport. 
WASHINGTON DANSHAW, of 


Tamaqua, the fireman. 


WILLIAM 
RAMP, 
Tamaqua, 


the engineer. 
Dr. 
Rothfull 
and 
Danshaw 


were found dead in the wreck- 
age: A broken neck caused the 
death of the engineer In a hos- 
pital a short time later. 


The injured were rushed to the 


Mary H. Packer hospital in Sun- 
bury, crowding that institution to 
such an extent that many 
of 


those hurt were laid in rows on 
the floor. 
The hospital said 33 
victims were being treated there, 
but- "gave no/ indication of how 
many were seriously hurt. 
The passengers killed were said 


to be the first to meet death by 
accident on railroads in the Unit- 
ed States since 1934. According 
to a recent announcement by the 
Western Association of 
railway 


executives no passenger was kill- 
ed on a railroad in the United 
States during 1935. 


Engine. Leaves Track*. 
The locomotive plunged from 


the tracks Just as it reached the 
end of the V-idge at Clement's 
station, directly across the river 
from Sunbury. 
'Witnesses told of hearing 
blast and of seeing a blinding 
glare as the train pulled .on the 
span, leading to reports the boiler 
had exploded. No definite cause 
could be learned in the first in- 
vestigation, however. 


Dr. J. K. Fisher, Sunbury phy- 


sician and one of the first to 
reach the scene, told of hearing 
"the passengers screaming." 


"Two boys with me," he said, 


"found one dead In the coaches. 
The rescuers' were breaking win- 
dows to bring out the injured. 


The bridge Is at the foot of 


Blue Hill, a 400-foot peak tower- 
Ing above the Susquehanna. 
It 


curves at this point over 
the 


highway and canal bed, and then 
straightens out for the stretch 
across the river. It was at this 
curve that the crash occurred. 


The locomotive, in its drop, rip- 


ped off two spaas of the bridge, 
slid along the canal bed for sev- 
eral feet and finally stopped, bat- 
tered and .crushed, at the 
very 


brink of the frozen river.

years imprisonment and a $1,OOC 
fine. The conspiracy count car-

plan to dispose of the govern- 
ment's large 
cotton 
holdings 
through a designated sales agent 
at a rate not to exceed 20,000 bales 
a week was proposed today by a 
group of Southern senators. 
It will be Incorporated in a res- 
lutlon to bo Introduced Monday 
y Chairman Smith (D-SC) of the 
enate agriculture committee. 
Under the proposal, which Smith 
aid had the unanimous endorse- 
ment of Southern cotton senators, 
he sales agent would be ap- 
ointed by the president subject 
o confirmation by the senate. 


All government cotton holdings, 


Deluding the 4,500,000 bales on 
which 12 cent loans were advanc- 
d and lint held by the producers 
pool, would be placed under the 
urlsdictton of the agent. 
However, before transfer of col- 
on In the producers pool, the res- 
ilutlon provides for It to be tak- 
n over and paid for by the gov- 
rnment on the same terms as cot- 
on acquired under the 12-cent 
oan plan. 
Under the sales plan restricting 
he agent to disposing of not in 
xcesa of 20,000 bales a week, he 
would be required to make sales 
o five separate and distinct high- 
est bidders no one of whom could 
my more than 20 per cent of thev 
ales allotment. 
At the beginning of each week 
he agent would be required to 
give public notice of the number 
if bales to bo gold, including fu- 
ures, and the places where the 
ales are to be held. 
Sales Near Storage Points. 
Sales would be held as near a« 
practicable 
to 
th» 
warehouse 
where the cotton Is stored. 
Proceeds 
derived from sale! 


would go into the treasury. 
Any 
profits derived would' be dlstrlbr . 
ited pro rata at the end of each 
fiscal year among the 
original 
owners. 


Smith said he expects to call the 
senate agriculture committee into 
session Tuesday to consider the 
>lan, and predicted it would be 
liilckly approved favorably. 
"We will do all in our power 


'or 
Immediate consideration 
in 


.he senate," he said. 


Under the Smith plan, If the 
sales agent disposed of the maxi- 
mum of 20,000 bales of cotton a 
week, It would require nearly four 
years to 
liquidate the govern- 
ment's holdings. 
The South Carolina senator said 
cotton broke $1.50 a bale yester- 
day and that in his opinion the 
drop was caused by "a certain 
statement purporting to come from 
the commodity credit corporation'" 
Would Limit Sales. 
"This report is contrary to a 


constructive sales program for the 
government's cotton holdings of 
approximately six million bales, . 
which senators representing 
the 


Southern cotton states have agreed 
upon," Smith said. 


The senator 
said 
the weekly 
sales policy agreed upon would 
limit sales of the government cot- 
ton "to such quantity as would 
be helpful and constructive both 
Jrlccs and consumption." 
Smith said he understood the 
statement by the commodity cred- 
it corporation to be that govern- 
ment cotton holdings would be 
Iquldatod In "generous" but unpre- 
dictable amounts. 
; 
"This aforesaid . statement was 
given out without any consult*.- 
llon with those senators who have 
agreed upon a resolution of a 
definite weekly sales policy, limit- 
ed to such quantities as would be 
helpful and constructive to both 
prices and consumption," he said, 


"This resolution will be intro- 


duced by me on Monday and It 
has the support of cotton .state 
senators and vast majority of the 
cotton traders." 


Corporation Statement. 
The corporation statement re- 


ferred to said the 12-cent cotton 
loan maturing today "will be car- 
ried past due and an effort made 
to work out arrangements so that 
some of this cotton can be made 
available to the market." It ad- 
ded; 


"It is generally thought that the 
market will absorb a substantial 
amount of this cotton during the 
next 12 months without adversely 
affecting the market, possibly as 
much as a half or three-quarters 
of a million bales, provided It Is 
only available ot meet current 
market demands. 


"Orderly marketing In the inter- 


est oil all cotton growers, and the 
future price of cotton as well a« 
the present, Is and will continue 
to be, the principal objective of 
those charged with the responsi- 
bility of administering the loans, 
and seeing that the cotton Is mar- 
keted with these purposes In view 
as contemplated In the act under 
which the loans _were made."
